The stock purchased by 
General Motors, however, was not 
bought in the open market, but 
came out of unissued stock in the 
treasury of the Fokker company. 
This fact makes difficult any accu- | 
rate estimates as to the per share 
price paid.

Satisfactory 
operations were reported in the air- 
plane factories 
Road construction programs have 
been started in many states and the 
employment for this class of labo! 
is bright, the report points out 
The automotive industry in Mich- 
igan operated on satisfactory sched- 
ules, while in the Detroit industrial 
district there was reported a short- 
age of skilled mechanics Plants 
manufacturing automobile accessor- 
ies worked overtime 
Except for a shortage of skilled 
tool and die makers, the labor sup- 
ply was equal to the demand in| 
Grand Rapids. A surplus of labor 
in the automotive industries was 
reported in Flint, although prac- 
tically all plants worked on overtime 
schedules. In Jackson there was a 
small shortage of skilled workers. | 
All industries in Lansing were re- 
ported operating on satisfactory 
schedules. and announcement was 
made that a contract had been let 
for the erection of a _ $1,000.00) 
executive building for a large mo- 
tor company. 

There was a marked increase in 
road construction in Indiana, with 
approximately $2,000,000 availabie 
for highway work this year. 

A shortage of skilled workers was 
reported in Indianapolis, while 
there was a good demand in Evans- 
ville for machinists and toolmakers. 
The resident supply of skilled andi 
unskilled labor was well employed 
in South Bend. 

The steel] industry, automobile 
factories and plants manufacturing 
automobile accessories in Wisconsin 
emploved large numbers of workers. 
The situation in both Milwaukee 
and Racine was described as Sat- 
isfactory. 

In Ohio the automobile industry 
reported excellent production sched- 
ules with large numbers employed, 
while the iron and steel industry 
also employed large forces.

OR some years there has been a tendency on the part 

of various industrial organizations to concentrate the 

homes of workers near the plants in which they serve.

The residential sections of the cities have 
been pushed further and further away from the industrial 
areas. Workers have been forced to spend more and more 
time simply in getting to their places of employment. Con- 
centration of population in industrial centers has made such 
commutation between home and office more and more 
uncomfortable.

In New York there has just been announced a plan) 
which is very interesting in its bearing on the tendency to| 


bring the worker nearer to his job. A company has been 
organized to build a section of apartment houses in New 
York city on the lower end of Manhattan Island, a section 
which has long been almost exclusively devoted to business, 
particularly to banks, brokerage houses and finance gener- 
ally. Residents of this section unti! now have been almost 
entirely janitors, caretakers and other employees of the 
various buildings. When these huge apartments are com- 
pleted near Battery Park, the southern tip of the island, 
families whose heads are employed in the financial district 
will move in and at least a part of the financial district’s 
employees will live where they work. 

If this idea proves to be the success its sponsors expect, 
it points the way for other industries, for there is scarcely 
a district in any city, where the difficulties of providing 
living quarters at the job are any more difficult than they 
are in New York’s financial area. Real estate values are 
very high and space is at a premium. 

In the city of the future we shall probably find in- 
dustries in various fields each occupying its own section 
and having its workers closely gathered about its manu- 
facturing plants. City planning of this kind is worth while, 
making not only for the efficiency of the employee, but 
for his comfort also.

The pig lead to be used in the 
production of these oxides of lead 
must, of necessity, be of a high 
degree of purity. The manufac- 
turers of oxides cannot use the 
ordinary grades of soft lead, 
which may contain considerable 
amounts of copper, bismuth and 
other metals.

How Wholesalers Handle 
Their Installment Sales 


By ROGER WILLIAMS 
OBODY seems to be any too certain just when buying 
and selling on the installment plan first came into 
vogue, and most likely that angle of the precedings doesn't 


make much difference anyway, 


but at any rate Egyptologists 


have pretty well established the fact that early Egyptian 
realtors carried on business in this manner. 


Since then the practice of buy- 
ing goods for a sum of money 
which might be paid over an ex- 
tended period of time has become 
so general that today, just about 
any piece of merchandise can be 
purchased in this manner. 

The real developer of this time 

yment business was the automo- 

He and now, as everybody knows. 
better than 60 per cent. of both new 
and used cars are bought on the de- 
ferred payment plan. 

From the selling of complete cars 
to selling of equipment designed to 
keep those cars complete, is but a 
step and automotive wholesalers 
were not long in adapting the plan 
to cover the sales of equipment and 
machinery in order to build up a 
department of their business which 
gave promise of being and which 
has become, very profitable. In this 
adaptation they have wisely been 
able to take advantage of the widen- 
ing markets made available by ex- 
tended financing. 

There can be no argument con- 
cerning the economic need of the 
garageman and the serviceman for 
modern garage and shop equipment 
for it has never been difficult to 
sell them on the value of greater. 
efficiency, production and economy 
so established; the great difficulty 
has been the heavy first cost to 
these smaller units; but now even 
this barrier to progress has been 
removed, for practically every auto- 


motive wholesaler in the country 
who has equipment to sell is not 
only able, but willing and anxious 
to extend deferred yment credit 
to any worthwhile, responsible 
Gealer or garageman. 

They all do it, but their methods 
vary. 

It is generally assumed by 
wholesalers that a customer who 
cannot pay cash, or at least mect 
an obligation of $50 in the usual 
thirty or sixty-day open account 
run, is not a desirable risk. For 
this reason very few wholesalers 
are willing to enter into any time 
deal for amounts less than that. 

In such cases it is common prac- 
tice to require the purchaser to sign 
a trade acceptance where the 
amount is not carried on open ac- 
count. The jobber may then either 
hold the paper until due or he 
may arrange to discount it at his 
bank 
Equipment sales usually run 
around $100 or so to any 
the distributor will permit, but a 
fair average for sales made under 
time paper has been establisned at 
between $180 and $200 
On an average sale of this kind 
71 per cent. of automotive whole- 
Salers require a down payment oi 
at least 25 per cent. This size of 
the down payment in some cases 
may vary with the type and nature 
of the equipment sold

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. RESIDES reminding retailers 
that no store is as good as it 


may become, automotive whole- 

salers owe a fundamental duty to 

their customers. That is, they 
should be in a position te advise 
and guide retailers. 

They should, for instance, be in a 
position to advise their retailers 
what volume of sales should be ob- 
tained and what that volume of 
sales entails. Retailers think of 
business in terms of volume and the 
percentage of gain on that volume 
without consideration of standard 
other than their own experience- 
business is “good” or “bad” in rela- 
tion to their activities last year, or 
five years ago. The retailer who 
becomes convinced that business is 
“bad” falls into a slump and prac- 
tically ceases to take steps to im- 
prove his condition. 

Before he reaches this stage the 
wholesaler should be at hand with 
facts and figures, selling and mer- 
chandising lines, help and sound ad- 


vice based on knowledge of the ter-, 


ritory and what can be done in it. 
The jobber should remind the re- 
tailer that return on capital invest- 
ed is the true index of achievement 
rather than the percentage on vol- 
ume. And we suspect that there are 
seme cases still existing in the land 
where the wholesaler may need to 
realize this simple truth himself. 


DEPARTMENT of Commerce 

official recently said that he 
believed that distribution in these 
United States urgently requires 
the services of efficiency engi- 
neers. Much of the success of 
preduction is due, according to 
his opinion, to the demands of 
trained experts for scientific effi- 
ciency. The same quality of 
thought might well now be ap- 
plied to the national problem of 
distribution—the wholesale struc- 
ture in particular.

Intelligent operating policies in 
any line of business can only be 
worked out when management is 
in possession of vital facts, and so 
far, nobody has been able to put |

can at this time only be answered 
by “how much will be consumed?” 
and both the manufacturer and the 
distributor end their discussions 
with interrogation points. 

It is consumer acceptance that 
makes possible both production and 
distribution. 

hain store management has 
seen the light and has interpreted 
consumer acceptance in terms of 
specific products, and has grown 
accordingly. Chains stock what 
they see is acceptable to the con- 
sumer, they very accurately survey 
and study their respective markets 
and can gauge very closely that 
market's buying power in a given 
period of time, with the result the 
production and stock are regulated 
in direct ratio. 

Wholesalers who recognize 
fact are beginning to alter 
operations to accord with it. Fre- 
quently, however, this results in 
over-emphasis of brand, with slight 
regard for the inherent quality of 
the product, and it should be borne 
in mind that solid wholesale struc- 
tures are built on intrinsic worth,
